Opinion on New Body Is Re- 


served by League of Nations 


Council in London 


SEEK AN A G R E E M E N T 


Failure to Adopt Satisfactory 


Plan to All Nations Could 


Be Disastrous, Stated 


London. Sept. 15.—The headquar- 


ters ot the league of nations has 
made public the text of the project 
for a permanent court of international 
justice, as adopted by the Hague com- 
mittee of jurists o£ which Elihu Root 
was a member, together with a let- 
ter frpm the council of the league to 
all governments which have entered 
the league of nations. 


The council of the league, in its 


letter to the governments says: 


"The council does not propose to 


express any opinion on the merits of 
the scheme until they had a full op- 
portunity of considering it." 


It states, however, that the project 


was prepared by a most competent 
tribunal, representing widely differ- 
ent national points of view. It adds: 


"The council would regard an irrec- 


oncilable 
difference 
of opinion 
on 


the merits of the scheme as an in- 
ternational misfortune of the gravest 
kind. It would mean that the league 
wus probably compelled to admit its 
incapacity to carry out one of the 
must important provisions of the task 
which it was invited to perform. The 
failure would be great and probablv 
irreparable; for, if agreement proves 
impossible under circumstances ap- 
parently so favorable, it is hard to 
see how and when the task of secur- 
ing it would be successfully resumed.'

vest them.. Men from Ulster saved the day by 
coming in and doing the tenants' work for them. 
But the system grew, and Boycotting, afterwards 
spelled with a small letter, became a popular 
means of retaliation against unjust demands. 


And in that way the word found its way into 


the language.
